REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Although Applicant argues the primary reference to Cobb et al. does not disclose the that the structural framework provides 
sufficient rigidity for resisting collapse in response to a vehicle impact, 1 . The term "resist collapse" in claims 1 , 24 is a relative 
term. The term "resists collapse" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the 
requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. It is unclear 
as to whether the structural framework is required to prevent collapse during a vehicle impact, or how large of an impact, i.e. a 
sub-compact traveling 5mph, or a cargo truck traveling at 50mph. the structural framework is expected to resist before collapse 
occurs. Cobb et al. discloses a barrier element capable of resisting minor impacts without the use of filler material or prevent 
collapse of the barrier, when the barrier is filled with a filler material. Applicant then argues 'bulkhead panels 36 have limited 
compression strength thereby permitting collapsing of the buldkhead pandles 36 under impact". However, the buldkhead panels 
36 "resist collapse" under small impact loads, and only permit collapse under large impact loads. Therefore, the argument is not 
persuasive and the rejection is maintained..
